Shakespeare, Butler's “Moral Philos- 
ophy,” and scholarly works on psychol- 
ogy and economics, as well as a splendid 
selection of excellent fiction. 

We should not take for granted this 
display of worthwhile books at a price 
everyone can afford; it is entirely due 
to a revolution wrought by a man called 
Allen Lane. 

In 1935, Lane launched Penguin Books 
with little capital and less encouragement 
from the book trade, whose greybeards 
prophesied that he would go bankrupt 
in a few tmhonths. Booksellers, too, were 
hostile to the new venture. They could

sixpence, and felt that cheap books would 
hurt the sales of higher-priced novels

In the event, as so often happens, the 
experts were proved wrong. They had 
failed to take into account the effects of 
60 years of compulsory free education 
in Britain. 

The secondary schools had turned out 
thousands of people who were prepared 
to buy books if they were offered at 
a price they could afford to pay. A big 
market existed for good books at candy 
prices, and Allen Lane achieved fame, 
fortune and a knighthood, not bank- 
ruptcy, beggary and oblivion. 

Not the least admirable feature of 
this. improving tale is that Allen Lane 
remained unspoiled by success. He has 
continued to offer the best books for 
the least money; he has not descended 
to the huckstering methods adopted by 
some of his American imitators; he 
still searches for new good things to 
offer, and is not content to play safe 
by “giving the public what it wants,” 
to use the cant phrase of the lily-livered 
mercenary. 

In. the education of people of my 
generation Allen’ Lane's Penguins and 
Pelicans have played a part quite as 
important as that of school or university. 

We still cast an affectionate eye back 
to. the-.beookshelves..of- our adolescence, 
where stood the swelling ranks in orange 
and blue.
